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Future for Aquaculture Comes into Focus 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

The Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen held a 
public hearing on November 1 to fine-tune a Waterfront 
Management Plan and a list of proposed Aquaculture 

Rules and Regulations. At this final reading 
and review, the Board accepted last minute 
input from the public on the documents, 
which will shape the future of aquaculture 
permitting in Mattapoisett. 

The Waterfront Management Plan, 
which delineated water areas as suitable 
for "navigation'', ''recreation'', "mooring" 
or "other", was developed by the Marine 
Advisory Board as an attempt to clearly 
define Mattapoisett waters for highlighting 
areas that would be suitable for "other" 
uses, including aquaculture permitting. The 
Waterfront Management Plan, which was 
based on several public meetings over the 
summer, was reviewed and approved with 



relatively little discussion. 

The Aquaculture Rules and Regulations, which 
had been drafted by an ad-hoc Aquaculture Committee, 
were read section by section with the Board asking the 
public to make comment. 

Of the eight section proposed bylaw, public input 
mainly focused on a "one-fathom rule", which would

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require new aquaculture farms to exist in at least six feet 
of water. 

''I feel that the one fathom rule is exclusionary 
to the max. I believe it is a silver bullet for those who 
wish to not have any aquaculture in Mattapoisett/' 
said Mattapoisett resident Paul Osenkowski. '1 see no 
reason why we can't have [shallow] aquaculture in this 
town. . . Aquaculture only adds to the value of the town, 
the quality of the water It can be done in an area where 
there is no traffic. . . I feel the town of Mattaposiett needs 
aquaculture if it's going to improve its overall standing.'' 

Selectman Jordan Collyer agreed with Mr. 
Osenkowski, calling the one-fathom proposal "exclusive". 
Selectman Collyer said that the Board would never 
"haphazardly" make aquaculture approvals. "I don't 
feel like using a silver bullet like this is the easy way to 
solve the problem," he said. "It's a very exclusive way of 
looking at [aquaculture]." 

Selectman Tyler Macallister, a commercial 
fisherman, also said he would not be in favor of the one- 
fathom rule, citing specific shellfish, such as soft clam and 
razor clam, that can only exist within the shallower inter- 
tidal zone. "If you go to the one-fathom rule, you stop the 
possibility of that kind of aquaculture," he said. 

Several issues, including the topic of whether the 
one-fathom rule would open the Board up to appeals on 
the grounds of exclusivity, would have to be placed before 
Town Counsel before changes could be approved, the 
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Board said. 

Resident Bill Dumas questioned one regulation, which 
would grant permission to an aquaculture license holder 
to recover equipment after a storm if it landed on private 
property. 

''I don't think the taxpayer. . . should be subject 
to a commercial fisherman/' said Mr. Dumas. ''You as a 
board - you're quite liberal with the use of other people's 
property." 

"I don't think that's fair," said Selectman Collyer, 
who said that of the two current aquaculture operations in 
town, neither has ever had equipment wash ashore in any 
weather event. 

"We're not condoning or giving unusual rights," 
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agreed Selectman Macallister. 

Also based on feedback from resident Lisa 
Winsor, who had also served on the ad hoc aquaculture 
committee, the Board agreed to consider fine-tuning the 
regulations to make a monitoring process more defined. 
They did not, however, consider her suggestion to place 
an aquaculture moratorium until the fines - which are 
currently $25 per acre and have not gone up since 1973 
- were raised by a home-rule petition. 

''We are paying for the monitoring of their farms 
on public land,'' said Ms. Winsor. "The town is not taking 
in enough money. I see [a moratorium] as a fiscally 
responsible thing." 

If the home rule petition to raise aquaculture fees 
to $200 per acre does not pass at special town meeting, 
said resident Carly Larson, "all of us taxpayers are 
subsidizing private enterprise on public land." 

Chairman Paul Silva said that the Board would 
review the public comment of the final reading and 
consider a vote to accept the Waterfront Management 
Plan and the Aquaculture Rules and Regulations by early 
December. 

Wanderer Gives to Lions

Soccer program, and much more. Always, Lions support 
Massachusetts Eye Research. 

Right now, Mr. Murray said that the Lions are 
in the middle of an "I Believe" campaign, in which the 
districts reflect on how they can bring positive change to 
the world as a group and as individuals. All Lions clubs 
have been challenged by International Lion President 
Wing-Kun Tam to plant a tree as a part of this effort to 
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influence the world. 



Light Play Marks Director's 100th Show

The saying goes that everything comes full circle, 
and Director Rex McGraw is proving that to be true. 

The director of the upcoming production Light 
Up the Sky - which will play at the Marion Art Center this 
weekend and next - is celebrating a special milestone: 
his one hundredth production. And even more amazing 
is that his directorial debut in 1961 at Indiana University 
was none other than Light Up the Sky. 

'Tm dedicating this to my best friend in life. 
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Bill Harbin/' he said of a gentleman w^ho w^as in his 
production 50 years ago. "He passed aw^ay tw^o years 
ago." 

Mr. McGraw recalled his experience as a student 
directing the three-act play, w^hich chronicles the back 
stage drama of New^ York theatre folk during the opening 
of their new^ play in Boston. 

"The [Indiana University] faculty liked it so 
much they opened the season w^ith it/' he remembered. 
Since then, he has led a successful career directing and 
performing in plays in a dozen states, and ended up 
retiring in Mattapoisett in 2002. 

Decades later, Mr. McGraw said Li^i Up the Sky 
still brims with great humor and characters that stand 
the test of time. The play was written by Moss Hart, 
best known for his hit musical My Fair Lady, but also 
acclaimed for his comedies You Can't Take It With You and 
The Man Who Came to Dinner. 

"It's not a farce, but a comedy. There is a lot of 
talk, but intelligent humorous talk and the characters are 
just terrific. It sort of makes fun of theater people but in a 
nice way," Mr. McGraw said. In total, the cast includes 10 
actors and actresses that often appear on stage at the same 
time. 

"It's a difficult play because all the scenes have 
six to eight people in them. It is very hard to learn that 
because it is not like two people having a conversation. . . 
And there are lengthy speeches," he said. To nail down 
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their parts, the cast has been hard at work rehearsing 
since September. 

''They are working very hard. It's a good group. 
They are congenial and work well together/' Mr. McGraw 
said. 

"We appreciate the fact he is sharing his 
experience," said David Horne, who plays an older 
playwright in the show, of Mr. McGraw. Mr. Horne 
agreed that the play is unique because there are many 
main characters, not just one or two people who take up 
the spotlight. "It is very much an ensemble show." 

Actor Jay Gould, who plays the Director in 
the play, said the cast is making strides, especially in 
developing their characters. "It's fun, we all think it's 
coming together," he said. 

Actress Jamie Alves, who plays the unknown 
playwright whose opening production is centric to 
the play, said she enjoys the changes in her character's 
growth. "She starts out naive but then she gains more 
knowledge about what [theatre] is all about, and she 
become more assertive," she said. 

Actress Emily Chandler, who plays a smaller 
part of a friend of the playwright, said she is enjoying 
the ride so far. "It is great to meet new people," she said. 
Other cast members are Cynthia Latham, Jay Ryan, Mark 
Letourneau, Susie Kokkins, Heather Parsons, Gary Taylor 
and Donna DeTerra. 

"It's another one of those good old comedies. 
People don't write them like this anymore," said Mr. 
McGraw.

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ZBA Tackles Parking Issue 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Sperry Tents cannot park their vehicles on a 
neighbor's property - even with their consent - without 
first undergoing a new site plan review process with the 
Planning Board, the Zoning Board of Appeals determined 
at its meeting on Thursday, October 27. 

Marjorie Skrutski of 10 Marion Road had 
approached the board to allow for an accessory use 
currently not permitted, namely the parking of Sperry 
Tent trucks, as a favor to its commercial neighbor. She 
requested the Special Permit to undo a recent Cease and 
Desist Order from Building Commissioner James Buckles, 
which ordered her to stop letting Sperry Tents park on her 
land. 

"There is no money exchanged, we don't get 
anything for it. We are just trying to be a good neighbor,'' 
Ms. Skrutski explained, noting that gravel was added to 
her property to accommodate the Sperry trailers. 

"We always let Sperry use our land to put up 
their tents for quality control," added her husband, Tom 
Skrutski. "If the bylaws prohibit s from being a good 
neighbor, we have to change the bylaws." 

Chairman Richard Cutler, however, made clear 
that a commercial use cannot spill into an abutting 
residential property. "The fact that Sperry Tents cannot 
park adequately on their property is the issue."

Town Planner John Charbonneau agreed, and 
said any new parking plan triggers a Planning Board site 
plan review 'They must go through Planning Board 
for any changes major or minor in nature. [Sperry Tents] 
know this.'' 

Tim Sperry of Sperry Tents acknowledged that 
their operation has outgrown its current parking lot. "We 
don't want to make trouble. . . We want to see if there is 
a way to get permission to use the lot without breaking 
rules." 

The board said that before it could act on Ms. 
Skrutski's application, Sperry Tents would have to visit 
the Planning Board. Mr. Charbonneau set a date for 
an informal discussion with that board for Tuesday, 
November 22. Matt Sperry replied that he wasn't looking 
forward to going through that site plan review process 
with the Planning Board, and said it may be time for 
Sperry Tents to find a new location. 

"I think our eventual solution is to move the 
warehouse somewhere else... to a place where you don't 
require a Variance or Special Permit. ... We'll try to make 
everyone happy," he said. 

The board agreed to continue Ms. Skrutski's case 
for December 8 to allow time for Sperry Tents to confer 
with the Planning Board. 

In the second public hearing scheduled that 
night, the board approved a Variance from setback 
requirements for a new two-bedroom single family home 
for applicant Warren Robinson of 17 Sylva Street. The 
previous variance had expired for the non-conforming 
lot. 

The next Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
meeting will take place on November 10.

Brian Cook and Brad Walker, owners of the 
building that housed the Rochester Bakery and Cafe at 
28 Marion Road, came before the Rochester Conservation 
Commission on Tuesday evening, November 1, to present 
plans for the demolition of the building.

The owners proposed to demolish the fire 
damaged structure, which sits within the 100-foot 
buffer zone of a wetland resource area. When asked by

for the property were, Mr. Cook said that they were not 
sure and had to wait until the insurance settlement was 
finalized. 

The owners plan to bring in a demolition crew, 
which will put debris into trucks and haul it off premises. 
"We are taking out the existing foundation,'' said Mr. 
Cook. 'Tt does not meet current code.'' The plan is to 
leave some of the stones from the foundation, possibly to 
be used later. 

When asked by committee member Kevin 
Cassidy about the hole remaining, Mr. Cook said that fill 
would be brought in. A 40-foot storage container will be 
situated on the lot to hold undamaged old beams and 
undamaged lumber, which could be used when, and if, 
another building is constructed on the site. 

The board voted to approve the proposed work, 
with conditions regarding hay bales near the wetland 
area. When asked when work would start, Mr. Cook said 
it would begin approximately ten days after the board's 
ruling. 

The Commission also considered a Notice of 
Intent filed by James Welch, the buyer of a property 
located at 357 Neck Road. Mr. Welch, represented by 
Richard Charon of Charon Associates, plans to install a 
new septic system for the existing cottage and a proposed 
new three-bedroom home to be built later, within the 
buffer zone of Snipatuit Pond and install a new deep well 
within the buffer zone of the pond. 

Currently, there is a small cottage with a shallow 
well with a pump and a cesspool. The new owner wants 
to upgrade the well and septic. The new deep water well 
would be located 90 feet from the pond. The new septic 
system would include a 1500 gallon septic tank with a 500 
gallon pump chamber. 

Abutters Mr. and Ms. Grime of 343 Neck Road 
attended the meeting and said that they wanted to 
learn more about what was being proposed. Mr. Grime 
commented on the fact that the new owner had never 
actually visited the property and had purchased it after 
viewing it on the internet. Mr. Charon confirmed that was 
true. 

An issue raised in the building inspection was

that there were termites near the porch of the existing 
cottage and that a pest control contractor had put several 
cylinders, six to eight feet deep, around the perimeter 
of the cottage with wood as bait to determine the 
location and amount of termite activity. Ms. Farinon 
was concerned about the proximity of the cylinders to 
the pond and wanted more information regarding the 
proposed treatment of the termites. 

The board agreed to continue the hearing because 
more information was needed including a report by the 
National Heritage on a suspected isolated wetland of 
approximately 2250 square feet and a DEP file number 
for work to be done on the property. Mr. Charon said

board agreed to pursue this approach, and discussed the 
possible size of such a committee. 

In a discussion item. Chief Thomas Joyce 
reported on general improvements in the operation 
of the Fire Department to justify the exploration of 
receiving a better ISO rating. The ISO rating determines 
insurance costs, and is based on a complex number of 
factors, including quality of fire equipment, response 
time, number and reliance of dispatchers, availability of 
personnel, the department's safety inspection program, 
record-keeping practices and officer training. The chief 
said improvement in these areas, as well as recent 
improves to the municipal water system that allows more 
gallons to flush through system per minute, should lower 
the rates. 

Chief Joyce also made a note that the Fire 
Department is currently accepting application for anyone 
interested in joining its team. 

Acting as Water and Sewer Commissioners, 
the board also approved at its meeting the addition of 
a one-bedroom accessory apartment for family guests 
by applicant Dave Pimental of 12 South Street. The 
Zoning Board of Appeals had approved the plan with 
two bedrooms, but Mr. Dawson and the Selectmen 
stressed that a moratorium on new sewerage connections 
prohibited the household from adding any additional 
capacity that an extra room would bring. 

In other business, the board and Town 
Administrator discussed the exploration of combining 
the Park and Tree Committee with the Recreation 
Committee. 

"We should think about it, talk about it, get 
some feedback,'' Chairman Jonathan Henry said. 

"We also need to discuss who is going to 
abdicate their throne, so to speak," added Selectman

budget incorporate a position for a Technology Director. 

After a lively discussion involving almost all 
of the 18 members attending, Ms. Hartley proposed a 
''straw poir' to see if the group would go back to their 
respective school committees and push for the initiative. 
The vote was unanimous in favor of moving forward 
with the effort. 

"This will have to be done with new money/' 
said Ms. Knox, "with dollars currently in the budget or 
new dollars... the savings would come a year later, after 
this person, with vision, studies our situation and needs." 
According to Ms. Knox, research done shows that the 
position, for a district similar to ORR would warrant 
a salary in the $85,000 to $95,000 range. The savings, 
coming later, would involve the coordination of computer 
resources now utilized, individually, by the six schools. 

The committee confirmed that the salary budget 
item would be shared between the three towns and 
the junior and senior high school budget, with the new 
director spending time throughout the district. 

"It's like a regionalization effort, but on a district 
level," said Ms. Knox. Effectively, each town would take a 
percentage of the new salary. 

Superintendent Doug White said that the district 
has invested close to $500,000 in technology within the 
last few years, and that amount will certainly grow in the 
future.

is perfectly okay in today's classroom/' Mr. Babineau 
said in his letter, which spurred phones calls to the ORR 
administrative offices, and responses from both sides on 
The Wanderer Facebook page. 

However, a meeting last week between teachers, 
administrators, three school committee members, the 
school librarian and parents has closed the chapter on the 
issue for now. Essentially the group agreed to keep the 
book in eighth grade English Language Arts classes - but 
with the caveat that parents can opt out their kids from 
the reading assignment. 

''It will not be taught with whole group 
instruction," explained Elise Frangos, the district's 
director of curriculum and instruction. She said the book, 
which will be assigned for later in the school year, will be 
used in "literature circles" - meaning that it will be one 
voice in a chorus of books drawing on various themes of 
people overcoming adversity. Ms. Frangos said that the 
centric book of eighth grade EL A is To Kill a Mockingbird. 
The "learning outcomes" will be the same, she added.

one of the eighth grade teachers who assigned the book. 

The decision to allow parents to opt their kids 
out of the book was made during the meeting, which Ms. 
Frangos described as a polite give-and-take on the merits 
and pitfalls of Part-Time Indian. 

'Tt was quite apparent that everyone in the room 
had a deep grounded respect for each other, wanted to 
honor the teacher and agreed that the book had some 
merits,'' Ms. Frangos said.

Individuals who attended were required to read 
the entirety of the book - and they examined the option of 
keeping the book in the library but outside of classroom 
reading material, implementing the opt-out policy, or 
allowing all kids to read it. In the end, the group agreed 
that the opt-out policy was the best way forward. 

"The meeting was very respectful. School council 
members were well versed on the Alexie book, and asked 
thoughtful, probing questions on how sections of the 
book would be taught," commented Mr. Andree." The 
concerned parents were polite, and the meeting was very 
much like a conversation about the book, rather than the 
interrogation some might expect." 

"It was a healthy, respectful discussion. . . I think 
this is sort of an area where people have a difference of 
opinion, and that's okay," weighed in school committee 
member Robin Rounseville, who was present at the 
meeting. 

Ms. Frangos said that the recent incident has 
ignited to need to re-educate parents about material 
selection policy and process of expressing their 
reservations about any curriculum. "There is a collegial, 
comfortable and safe process for parents to express 
themselves," she said. "We're not going to force-feed 
curriculum." 

"I wouldn't presume to force any parent to have 
their child read a book that challenges their core beliefs 
about what is appropriate for their child," echoed Mr. 
Andree.

Swordfish Captain Goes 

Back Out to Sea

To learn more about our 
local cherished fishing industry, 
I reeled in the nonfiction book 
Seaworthy by Linda GreenLaw 
- who is the only female 
swordfish boat captain in the

United States. She was famously featured in Sebastian 
Junger's The Perfect Storm. 

The book chronicles Ms. GreenLaw' s return to 
swordfishing after a ten-year hiatus. She describes how 
the ocean lured her back for another adventure - this 
time for 60 days in the Grand Banks 
off Nova Scotia. Despite her new 
responsibilities on land (including her 
adoption of a teenage girl and a serious 
relationship) she found she could not 
resist the draw of the sea, and sets out 
to prove she still has the makings of a 
capable swordfish captain. 

However, the voyage ends up 
leaving a lot to be desired - and makes 
her question a lot about what it takes 
to steer her boat and crew towards 
success. 

From the beginning of her five- 
man crew's launch from the Fairhaven 
port, Ms. GreenLaw faces setback after 
setback due to the less-than-promised 
performance of the 63-foot long 
SeaHawk. The engine breaks down, 
requiring a humiliating tow to Sambro, 
Nova Scotia that sets them off schedule 
against their competitors. Also, the 
ice machine malfunctions, a crewmember nearly dies 
from going overboard, and the navigational technology 
proves insufficient, causing the boat to drift illegally into 
Canada waters - landing them all in jail for a short stint. 

'T represented the total antithesis of what I was 
about. Independence, self-reliance and strength shrank 
as the strain on the line between the two boats drew,'' 
she said of being towed back to Canada. 

The endless challenges prove sobering for Ms. 
Greenlaw, who takes an honest look at her seaworthiness 
(hence book title) after such a long break. She writes a lot 
about aging, and its effect on her confidence, ability and 
temperament for the sea. 

'T was told that all I needed was a strong back

and a weak mind. That proved to be true for many years. 
Now, at the age of 47, 1 have a stronger mind and a 
weaker back. Was this the question I needed to answer?" 
she asked in many forms throughout the book. 

Ms. GreenLaw's book is filled with lots of 
goodies on captain-crew etiquette, the inner workings 
of how to catch and harpoon a swordfish, and many 
reminiscences of some stickier situations Ms. GreenLaw 
encountered earlier in her career. However interesting, 
I did sometimes wish I were reading about her in her 
heyday, but not through the lens of nostalgia. 

When the crew does finally get to fish at Grand 
Banks, their bad luck does not end - weather and timing 
thwart their efforts to catch much fish. And the sad 
punch line is that even when they ended up bringing in 
just under 20,000 pounds of "gorgeous swordfish" - the 
market rate dropped to the "rock bottom price of three 
bucks per pound." 

The low return - coupled with 
the fines for crossing into Canadian 
waters - effectively ruined the 
possibility of a lucrative voyage. "The 
settlement sheet shows a personal 
debit of $787, a number that puts an 
exclamation point at the end of the 52- 
day epic disaster," she writes. 
^tm^ Despite the money lost and 

^■^■^^^■■■1 frustrations endured, her crew doesn't 
.^^^^^^^^^^t lose one thing: its sense of humor and 
camaraderie. 

At the end, when they realize 
that their fishing trip is of clear disaster 
status, the crew joke about creating 
Seahawk lunchboxes for kids 

"Lunch boxes are a great idea. 
We'll recommend a very unhealthy 
Seahawk diet - lots of stuffing and 
gravy. And when the kids pick up the 
boxes, the handles will fall off and 
thermoses will leak," said the comedian of the crew, 
Machado. 

Throughout the book, Ms. GreenLaw reflects on 
the pull between the land and sea. "It just seems like a 
Grand Canyon-size divide I must cross to go between 
my lives at sea and ashore... I'm weaving these two 
worlds together, and it's neither seamless nor totally 
comfortable," she writes. 

Seaworthy proves a fascinating read into the 
lifestyle and struggles of a commercial fisherman. The 
pace is a bit slow at times, whetting my appetite for her 
older books when she was at the height of her career. 
However, overall an engaging read for anyone who 
loves the sea and the swordfish trade.

The Rum Diary. Starring Johnny Depp and Aaron Eckhart. 
Directed by Bruce Robinson. Running time: 120 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

If Hunter S. Thompson were a superhero, The Rum 
Diary would be a sort of origin story. Written by a 22-year-old 
Thompson but unpublished until 1998, the novel is a fictional- 
ized account of his early writing days in Puerto Rico. With 
Johnny Depp in the lead role as "Paul Kemp" — the young 
Thompson's avatar — the movie version unavoidably becomes 
a prequel to 1998's Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas, wherein 
Depp played "Raoul Duke" (the older Thompson's avatar). 
Weirdly, Depp at 46 playing a twentysomething Thompson 
doesn't look much older than Depp at 34 playing a forty some- 
thing Thompson. Maybe he's a vampire, or maybe he benefits 
here from having a full head of hair (which he manfully shaved 
to assay Raoul Duke). 

Depp here isn't nearly as pixellated — or as drolly in- 
comprehensible — as he was in Fear and Loathing, suggesting 
a Thompson who still has a handle on mundane clarity. Kemp 
drops in on the San Juan Star, a Puerto Rican paper dipping its 
toes in insolvency, and is hired without much fanfare. Assigned 
at first to puff pieces and horoscopes, Kemp stumbles across a 
local cabal of Americans planning to mar the island with hotels; 
they want him on their team, writing love letters in the paper to 
their shining capitalist efforts. Surrounding this is a lot of stuff 
that feels like padding but is the true subject of the movie: the 
building of a point of view, the discovery of a voice. Kemp/ 
Thompson, who at first defines himself as politically "in the 
middle," becomes radicalized and, perhaps not coincidentally, 
acquainted with the siren song of rum and psychedelics. 

For certain fans of cult cinema, this isn't just a pre- 
quel to Fear and Loathing; it's also a spiritual sequel to 1987's 
Withnail & I, the debut feature by writer/director Bruce Robin- 
son. Withnail was Robinson's fond look back at his bedraggled 
younger days in the late '60s with a drunken flatmate. The Rum 
Diary marks Robinson's return to filmmaking after nearly two 
decades away from a camera, and it's clear that he's most at 
home in the Withnail-like scenes of Kemp hanging around in 
dingy quarters with his shabby coworkers at the paper. Bob 




Salas (Michael Rispoli) and Moberg (Giovanni Ribisi). In the 
cynical Bob and the wild-living, drug-addled Moberg, Kemp 
finds elements of what will become the familiar Thompson 
persona. They are to him what Withnail was to Robinson. They 
destroy themselves but teach him how to live. 

Everything to do with Amber Heard as the trophy girl- 
friend of one of Kemp's capitalist-swine cronies is dead air, but 
then this actress has always struck me as an energy drain. She 
hits her marks, says her lines, contributes nothing. Her vacuity 
is a little eerie. But Kemp is supposed to find her enchanting, 
so this aspect of the film doesn't work — except, maybe, to 
explain the relative sexlessness of Thompson's later writing. 
Thompson's muse was never a woman — it was an opium ball 
dipped in rage. In the movie, Kemp and Bob drop — directly 
into their eyeballs — what appears to be acid, and though this 
leads to a comic-horror hallucination, we're meant to see that 
the experience kicked down the doors in Kemp's mind, wised 
him up once and for all. Or, as William Burroughs would put it, 
he saw what was at the end of every fork. 

Robinson doesn't punch that up for us. He doesn't 
really punch anything up. Some of The Rum Diary is borderline 
boring, perhaps because it was written before Thompson had 
honed his voice, taken more trips, and developed how to mix it 
all into a savage political statement. This story is about a future 
master learning the ropes — learning to be Hunter S. Thomp- 
son. As such, it's of obvious interest to Thompson acolytes and 
of no obvious interest to anyone else. As a fan of Thompson and 
Robinson, I enjoyed the film's laid-back shagginess, though it's 
not a patch on either man's masterpieces. It's good to see Bruce 
Robinson working again, and good to see a tribute to Thompson 
on over 2,000 screens nationwide (all hail Depp, whose Pirates 
whoring still got this thing made, and released on this level). It's 
an entertaining footnote. But it's a footnote.

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greenhouse gases work, why they are good, and also why 
too much of a good thing is bad for climate change. Most 
of the warming experienced by the globe during the past 
century has been caused by additional greenhouse gases 
in the atmosphere - particularly carbon dioxide - that 
came from burning fossil fuels. You may remember from 
a past science class, however, that carbon dioxide comes 
from lots of other sources, too - our breath, carbonated 
beverages, and compost, just to name a few. Why aren't 
these sources also a concern? 

Fossil fuels got their name because they come 
from plants and animals that lived millions of years ago, 
and whose bodies were made with carbon extracted from 
the atmosphere of their time. After death, their carbon- 
rich skeletons accumulated at the bottom of lakes and 
swamps. Through geologic processes, some of these 
graveyards were buried under deep layers of soil and 
rock where they experienced extreme heat and pressure 
that converted them into coal, oil, and natural gas - the 
substances we call fossil fuels. When burned to make 
heat, electricity, or motion, they release carbon dioxide 
and water vapor, but because that fossil carbon hasn't 
seen the light of day for millions of years, it is upsetting 
the balance of carbon in the present-day cycle. In just a 
few decades, we have depleted fuels that took millions of 
years to create, and it would take millions more years to 
replace them. 

Bio-fuels, on the other hand, are made from 
plants alive today, and so the carbon they contain is fresh 
out of the atmosphere. When bio-fuels such as bio-diesel 
and ethanol are burned, their carbon is released back 
into the air. The same is true when our bodies "burn'' 
the bio-fuel we call food - the carbon dioxide we exhale 
is part of a rapid recycling circuit, and so there's no net 
gain of greenhouse gases by the atmosphere. The bio- 
fuels created as a replacement for oil and gasoline have 
other problems, however, as most are made from plants 
that are also food sources, such as corn, that require 
large quantities of water, energy, and fertilizers to grow. 
The use of corn for fuel has led to increased food prices 
worldwide. The potential for bio-fuels to replace fossil 
fuels is great, but we must find ways to make them from 
non-food plant material. 

The direct link between fossil fuels, greenhouse 
gases, and climate change is just one reason the Marion 
Energy Management Committee is exploring ways to 
reduce the use of this energy source. Watch this space to 
learn about some of the other reasons, as well as ideas 
we are pursuing to leave more of those fossil graveyards 
underground.
